Victory in fight to 
shut rowdy house

A HOUSE has been boarded up 
and the tenants kicked out for 
blighting the neighbourhood 
with their bad behaviour. 

And police have warned that 
other offenders could face the same 
fate. 

The property in Strasbourg Square, Hav¬ 
erhill, was closed on Tuesday after Suffolk 
police successfully applied to magistrates to 
protect the neighbouring community. 

The move, under section 11 of the Anti- 
Social Behaviour Act 2003, means the house 
will remain vacant for three months, with the 
order banning anyone from entering or 
staying in the building. 

This is only the second time anti-social 
behaviour legislation has been used in 
Suffolk to close a property. 

Bury St Edmunds Magistrates Court 
granted the full closure, extending a temp¬ 
orary ruling on April 3, due to persistent anti- 
social behaviour associated with the 
property and its tenants over the past 11 
months. 

Sgt Sarah Bartley, of the Haverhill Safer 
Neighbourhood Team, said there had been 
persistent problems with anti-social 
behaviour at the address. 

She said: “We have received a large 
volume of complaints about disturbances, 
noise and nuisance, with 18 calls in the past 
three months and 20 further calls since lune 
last year.

Pensioner urges action 


over cracked pathways 


AN ELDERLY resident 
has called for action 
to be taken about the 
worsening state of 
pathways on a town 
estate. 

Antony Wood of Park- 
side, Haverhill, said he had 
already turned his ankle in 
one of the cracks and fears 
other more vulnerable 
people than himself could 
be seriously hurt. 

The 72-year-old told the 
Weekly News : “In some 
areas the grooves are as 
much as two inches wide. 

“I twisted my ankle in 
one recently and I have 
seen prams and wheel¬ 
chairs have to be very 
careful when they use the 
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paths.” 

The area of most con¬ 
cern was the junction 
between Greenfields Way 
and Orford Road, where it 
appears the roots of 
hedgerows has damaged 
the concrete. 

Mr Wood, who has lived 
with wife Maureen, also 72, 
on the estate since 1970, 
added: “I use the path now 
every day as my car is off 
the road. 

“I am concerned about 
my wife falling over, which 
she did on ice in the 
winter, this time because 
of the cracks. She is not as 
steady on her feet as I am. 


“It has been very bad 
now for two years and is 
getting worse all the time. 
This is neglect. I ment¬ 
ioned it to the council a 
month ago but haven’t 
heard anything and some¬ 
thing needs to be done.” 

A spokeswoman for 
Suffolk County Council 
said: “Some minor repair 
works have already been 
carried out on the footpath 
in question. 

“However, we will send 
an inspector out to the 
footpath next week to 
assess the situation. 

“If the damage to the 
footpath is considered to 
be obstructive or a trip 
hazard we will repair the 
affected area.”

A MAN was assaulted with a 
piece of wood and had his 
wallet stolen after being 
targeted on his way to the 
town centre. 

The 25-year-old victim was 
walking along the old railway

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Church shines light on 
St Felix works project

BUILDING work a brand new 
church will begin next month, 
offering new facilities for a growing 
community. 

Builders are set to start the transformation 
of the St Felix’s Roman Catholic Church site 
in Wentworth Terrace, Haverhill, on May 3 - 
with the grand opening due after Christmas. 

Homeowners living close to the church 
were invited to the existing building on 
Tuesday to meet the parties behind the 
project and inspect the final plans, which 
have already received planning permission. 

Jeremy Todd, an architect from NPS South 
East Ltd, told visitors the new church would 
be “very impressive” and important for the 
community. 

He said: “We are all very excited about the 
project. It will be very attractive and be a 
huge improvement on what there is now.” 

The construction project had been 
planned for almost a decade, with the 
current hall of worship first used for services 
in 1965 and long since deemed inadequate. 

The new church will feature stained glass 
windows, a nave containing seating for up to 
300 people, meeting rooms and a large font, 
as well as 39 parking spaces - a large increase 
from the current provision. 

Mr Todd said much of the design was 
based around light, with a shaft of light 
descending from a tower in the roof and 
windows, both stained and clear, sur¬ 
rounding the perimeter. The acoustics 
would also offer themselves to concerts. 

The new St Felix’s is set to cost £lmillion 
and the congregation has already raised 
£850,000 for the move. While the work is 
ongoing, the old church will continue to be 
used until the new brick construction opens. 

Tina Hanks, town centre manager, was 
also on hand to lend her support, and said 
the new building would offer great opport¬ 
unities for Haverhill. 

She said: “With Haverhill growing is size 
all the time, so is the parish for St Felix’s so 
this is very important. 

“The church will also offer opportunities 
for the many local community groups and 
ethnic groups who have set up in the town.” 

Paul Feavearyear, contracts manager for 
RG Carter Thetford Ltd, which will oversee, 
the project, acknowledged a recent rise in 
crime on building sites in the town, but 
assured residents he would take all 
preventative steps necessary.

Teenagers in

TWO teenagers were assaulted 
by a man who brandished a 
pair of garden shears in a late 
night ambush. 

The 17-year-olds were drink¬ 
ing in a Haverhill town centre 
pub last Thursday evening and 
on leaving they ran into an 
argument with their soon-to- 
be attacker and two of his 
friends. After the altercation 
the youths walked off along 
Camps Road. 

Between 12.40am and 
12.45am in the early hours of 
Friday morning, an old model 
Vauxhall Corsa pulled up 
alongside the victims with the 
three men inside. 

The offender got out and 
removed the shears from the 
boot before assaulting the boys 
- neither was hurt. The young¬ 
sters ran off and the car drove 
away towards Wratting Road. 

The first man is described as 
white, 6ft tall, in his late 40s to 
early 50s, with short grey hair, 
and wearing a black suit with a 
white shirt but no tie. 

The second man is described 
as white, 6ft 5in tall, in his 20s, 
and wearing a black jumper 
and jeans. The third man is 
described as white, of Eastern 
European descent, 5ft 8in tall, 
in his 20s and wearing a blue 
jumper, tracksuit bottoms, a 
cap and hooped earrings.

“A severe demand has been put 
on Haverhill officers attending all 
these calls, which usually have 
required an emergency response. 
Examples of calls we have had are 
large fights, reports of underage 
drinking, noise and parties and 
solvent abuse.” 

On March 10, police seized drugs 
from the house, with a 28-year-old 
man arrested on suspicion of 
possession of amphetamines. 

Sgt Bartley said the closure had 
been necessary. 

She said: “The problem has been 
escalating for some time now, and 
although it is absolutely the last 
resort to seek a closure order, we 


had to act. 

“The process has been very 
lengthy and time consuming, and 
has used a lot of resources but we 
have listened to the community.” 

Officers have worked with 
Havebury Housing, which owns 
the property, and St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council to address the 
issues. Havebury have now started 
official eviction proceedings to 
ensure that the tenants do not 
return to the property on July 19, 
when the order lapses. 

Sgt Bartley added: “Our 
community has the right to live 
peacefully. I would encourage 
anyone concerned about anti¬ 
social behaviour in their

neighbourhood to report it. We are 
more than happy to put the same 
work in that we have in this case 
and do something about it.”

Stun guns were ‘for 
mum’s protection’ 


A MAN told a Crown court 
judge that he had only 
purchased two high pow¬ 
ered stun guns to protect 
his mother. 

Kevin Forrester, of Glemsford 
Place, Haverhill, was arrested 
after Suffolk police found the 
weapons at his place of work in 
August last year. 

The 32-year-old was sentenced 
at Ipswich Crown Court to a year¬ 
long community order with a 
four-week evening curfew. He 
will also be supervised by 
probation for the length of his 
community order. 

The court heard that Forrester 
had pleaded guilty at an earlier 
hearing to two offences of 
possessing a prohibited weapon. 
He had purchased the stun guns, 
disguised as mobile phones, at a 
car boot sale. 
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The weapons were discovered 
when a car Forrester was a 
passenger in was stopped by 
police investigating an unconn¬ 
ected matter. A search of his 
garage workshop in the Home- 
field Road Industrial Estate 
revealed the illegal items in their 
original boxes in an office, with 
Forrester’s fingerprints on them. 

Patricia Doggett, prosecuting, 
said when interviewed, Forrester 
said the stun guns were his and 
had been purchased to provide 
protection for his mother and his 
garage business. 

While stun guns, which dis¬ 
charge a high voltage electric 
shock, are illegal in the UK, they 
are available abroad where they 
are often carried for protection. 


Angela Rafferty mitigating, 
said that her client - who had 
previously appeared in court 16 
times for 45 offences including 
violence, drugs and dishonesty - 
had not been in trouble since 
being caught with the weapons, 
and now runs his own business. 

Miss Rafferty said: “He has 
been making real efforts to turn 
his life around, despite his 
chequered history.” 

She added that there was no 
evidence that Forrester had 
planned to use the stun guns 
which, while dangerous, could 
not be defined as lethal weapons. 

fudge Rupert Overbury, sent¬ 
encing, told Forrester: “I have 
been impressed by the fact that 
you have changed your life. 

“If you had not you would be 
going to prison or, at the very 
least, be receiving a suspended 
sentence of imprisonment.”

Borough boost 
for life quality 


PEOPLE living in St 
Edmundsbury have a high 
quality of life, according to 
new research. 

In a survey of 140 rural 
locations across Great Britain, the 
borough was ranked 36th for the 
standard of living it offers 
residents. 

The research, carried out by 
Halifax, judged localities in terms 
of the health and life expectancy 
of their occupants, employment 
rates and earnings levels, school 
exam results and climate. 

Neighbouring South Cam¬ 
bridgeshire was found to have the 
highest quality of life in Great 
Britain, with 95 per cent of people 
living there claiming to be in good 
health, and 79 per cent having 
jobs and earning an average of 
£739 a week. 

The research shows that people 
in rural areas in the south tend to 
have a higher quality of life than 
those in northern regions - two 
thirds of the top 50 rural locations 
are in southern England while all 
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of the top 10 best places are in the 
south. 

East Hertfordshire came in 
second place, followed by 
Uttlesford in Essex. 

Overall, 15 of the top 50 rural 
local authorities were in the 
south-east, with 14 in the east. 

Cllr Ian Holder, mayor for St 
Edmundsbury, said he was proud 
to live in the borough and that 
community strength was at the 
core of the area’s good reputation. 

He said: “St Edmundsbury is 
blessed with some natural 
advantages, such as climate and 
space, but its greatest strength is 
its communities. 

“Our 71 parishes work trem¬ 
endously effectively at a local 
level to balance employment, 
housing and life opportunities 
and to support individuals. I 
would say that this is what 
underpins the quality of life in the 
borough.”

The survey also found the east 
of England region to have the 
lowest total consumer carbon 
dioxide emissions, the lowest 
average annual rainfall, the 
highest percentage of residents in 
good health, and the longest life 
expectancy for men.

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Plea to‘keep an 
eye on children’

POLICE have urged parents 
to keep an eye on their 
children over the Easter 
weekend following increas¬ 
ing problems with anti¬ 
social behaviour. 

Haverhill has been blighted by 
teenagers’ bad behaviour, often 
alcohol related, in recent weeks 
and officers continue to encour¬ 
age parents to take responsibility 
for their youngsters’ actions. 

Posters will be going up in 
shops, community centres and 
other public places across the 
town to ask guardians where their 
children are, who they are with, 
what they are doing and what 
time they will be home. 

As reported in the Weekly News, 
the move is in line with the 
current policy of phoning up 
parents when their children are 
caught in the act of disorder, 
particularly around Strasbourg 
Square and the old railway line. 

Sgt Sarah Bartley, of Haverhill 
Safer Neighbourhood Team, said:

“We are keen to promote aware¬ 
ness among parents about their 
youngsters’ whereabouts during 
the Easter holidays and as the 
evenings get lighter. 

“Most parents we have called 
when their children have been 
found causing a nuisance have 


been extremely surprised to find 
out what they have been up to. 

“All we are asking in this poster 
is that parents take the time to 
find out where their children are 
going to be, especially during the 
lighter evenings. 

“While we want all children to 
thoroughly enjoy their Easter 
break, it can be easy for 
youngsters to become involved in 
minor crime and anti-social 
behaviour without some rules 
being imposed by parents.” 

Groups of up to 40 youths have 
been responsible for spates of 
vandalism and noise in resi¬ 
dential areas. 

Sgt Bartley added: “We don’t 
want to criminalise young people 
for having what they consider to 
be a laugh with their mates - but 
we do need to make it clear to 
them that their behaviour is 
impacting upon others, and 
parents can often do this better 
than we can. 

“A mental note by parents of 
where their children are going to 
be, and when they are returning 
home could be enough to prevent 
that young person becoming 
unnecessarily involved in crime 
and disorder.”

Egg tapping, also known as ‘jarping’, is 
a competition a bit like playing conkers, 
where each player knocks their eggs 
against another’s. The player with the last 
intact specimen wins the glory, and the 
chance to indulge in their Easter fare. 


Egg hunts 

Kids love taking part in Easter egg hunts, 
but it can often be difficult to stop older 
(or pushier!) children from getting their 
hands on the goods before the younger 
ones get a look in. 

Prevent this by allocating a maximum 
number of eggs to be found per child - 
after they’ve located theirs, they can help 
any children still looking. 

Egg shell plants 

For a crafty project, keep the shells left 
after eating boiled eggs, and let your kids 
draw faces onto them. 

Standing them in eggcups, putting a tiny 
amount of potting soil in the bottom, add 
grass or cress seeds, and sprinkle gently 
with water before covering carefully with 
more soil. You’ll have a spiky-haired friend 
in no time. 

Nest cakes 

Whip up some quick, tasty treats, by 
simply melting milk chocolate gently over 
a pan of boiling water, and mixing it into 
cereal (rice, corn or broken up shredded 
wheat all work well). 

Scoop the mixture into cake cases to 
cool, before adding chocolate eggs to the 
centre, to create the ‘nest’ shape.

In a decade 


CRIME in Suffolk is at a 
10-year low, according 
to new figures. 

The latest annual perform¬ 
ance figures show a decrease 
in the number of offences 
reported across the county 
from April 2010 until March 
this year. 

Statistics show that there 
were 46,357 crimes recorded 
during this period - 4,135 
fewer than in the same period 
in 2001/2002. 

Although it was the fifth 
year in a row that crime in 
Suffolk has decreased, the fall 
from last year was just 0.2 per 
cent - 92 fewer crimes rep¬ 
orted during the year. 

Public order offences, in¬ 
cluding anti-social behaviour 
which has been a problem in 
Haverhill in recent weeks, 
were down by 12 per cent. 

Assistant Chief Constable 
Paul Marshall said: “We have 
faced a great many challenges 
this year, not least the 
financial implications of the 
spending review, so it is 
extremely pleasing that crime 
has decreased again this year. 

“This further reflects the 
fact that not only is Suffolk a 
safe county but it is one of the 
most efficient forces in the 
country." 

However, alarmingly there 
was a 23 per cent rise in 
robbery, a 6 per cent increase 
in domestic burglary and the 
same growth in vehicle crime. 

ACC Marshall said: “There 
are still many areas we need 
to focus on. 

“This year has seen a large 
increase in robberies in

Suffolk and this is something 
we have been keen to add¬ 
ress.” 

He added that there was 
also a worrying trend of 
robbery and theft which was 
being addressed, and that 
despite vehicle crime rising, 
figures remained very low. 

ACC Marshall added: “We 
are trying to ensure that the 
spending cuts do not affect 
frontline policing and public 
confidence. 

“Latest figures show that 
Suffolk is the fifth best force 
in terms of having visible 
presence on the streets.” 

Speaking about Haverhill’s 
issues with anti-social 
behaviour, ACC Marshall said: 
"Last year anti-social be¬ 
haviour was identified as a 
number one priority for 
Suffolk Constabulary. 

“This will remain a priority 
and we, with our local auth¬ 
ority partners, will continue 
to work together to tackle the 
anti-social behaviour issues 
which blight local comm¬ 
unities. 

“Crime is at its lowest for a 
decade and we want to keep it 
that way. 

“We have identified areas of 
improvement and we will 
continue to focus on not only 
tackling crime and anti-social 
behaviour, but increasing 
local people’s confidence in 
their local policing service.”

Death leads to 
council inquiry 

AN independent inquiry has been 
launched at a council amid 
concerns for staff welfare following 
the death of a senior official. 

David White, acting head of legal 
services at Suffolk County Council, 
was found dead in Butley Woods, 
near Woodbridge, on April 4. 

Police are not treating his death 
as suspicious but the authority has 
now ordered an investigation into 
the operation of its legal depart¬ 
ment. 

Mr White, who was in his 50s 
and had worked for the council for 
more than 20 years, died days after 
monitoring officer, Eric Whitfield 
and director of resource man¬ 
agement, Graham Dixon, left the 
council. 

fane Storey, interim council 
leader, said she and other senior 
councillors received an anony¬ 
mous letter requesting support for 
staff in the legal department 
during a “difficult time” and in 
view of “recent events”. 

She said: “We have launched an 
independent inquiry as a result of 
this correspondence. It would be 
inappropriate for me to mention 
anything else because it is 
obviously very sensitive.” 

Mrs Storey, deputy leader at the 
council, has taken charge temp¬ 
orarily following Jeremy Pem¬ 
broke’s retirement as leader earlier 
this month. 

Mr Pembroke had drawn crit¬ 
icism for offering chief executive 
Andrea Hill a salary of more than 
£215,000. 

Mr White’s wife, Susan, is under¬ 
stood to work at the council.

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Poet tells of her 
condition with no 


L YING in her bed, 
too tired even to 
open her eyes, 
Abi Palmer was 
literally paralysed 
with exhaustion. 

Aged just 17, she had 
been bed-bound for 
months; deep down, 
she felt like her life, 
though barely begun, 
was already over. 

“At its worst, I couldn’t 
even open my eyes, let 
alone lift myself out of 
bed,” remembers Abi. “I 
couldn’t do anything; it 
was scary My mum had to 
wash me, spoon-feed me. 

“After a while, living like 
that makes you question 
your role as a human 
being. Who are you, if 
you’ve lost all the functions 
that make you, you? 

“I wasn’t living, I was 
existing. In fact, it was a 
non-existence. I wasn’t Abi 
any more-I was a 
vegetable.” 

Though she didn’t know 
it at the time, Abi has an 
inherited condition called 
Ehlers-Danlos Syndrome: 
the name given to a group 
of connective tissue 
disorders. It’s caused by a 
defect in the synthesis of 
collagen. 

“It makes you very, very 
bendy: one of my finest 
party tricks is bending my 
legs around my head - but 
I won’t demonstrate that 
here,” laughs the

Cambridge undergrad, 
sitting in the library-come- 
common room of her 
college. 

“And it turns out one of 
the major problems is 
chronic fatigue. I’d reached 
the stage where I’d 
forgotten what it was like 
to have energy. Looking 
back, that feels like a 
hundred years ago, not 
four - and it’s really nice to 
be able to say that.” 

Petite and pretty, with a 
bubbly nature and 
contagious giggle, it seems 
impossible Abi was ever so 
weak and low; thanks to 
support from her family, 
her own cast-iron will and 
some “fairly wacky” 
therapy, she has totally 
transformed her life. 

Now 22, Abi is without 
doubt living life to the full. 
A student at Wolfson 
College, Cambridge, she’s 
in her first year of an 
English degree. An 
acclaimed performance 
poet, she’s constantly 
working on new material 
and makes regular stage 
appearances. And her 
social calendar is pretty 
packed too. 

“The one thing I would 
say is that if you’re looking 
for a way out, it has to 
come from you. Every time 
you decide to wait for a 
doctor or someone else to 


give you the answer, you’re 
giving them your power. 
You have to find 
something that gives you 
back your power, 
otherwise, as I know, you 
end up in despair.” 

Abi’s battles date right 
back to early childhood. 
Born by emergency C- 
section, the result of a 
traumatic labour, she 
recalls having problems 
with both mobility and 
energy levels as a little girl. 

“I was always a really 
sleepy child and, unlike my 
brother, didn’t grow out of 
wanting an afternoon nap. 
Because I was so tired all 
the time, I wasn’t really 
keeping up at school. And I 
also walked a bit oddly - 
what they call toe-walking, 
when your feet turn in.” 

Abi’s mother, Pippa, who 
brought up her two kids as 
a single mum, consulted 
doctors; months and 
months later, totally out of 
the blue, an occupational 
therapist turned up on the 
doorstep. 

“She literally knocked on 
the door and said ‘Sorry 
I’ve not been sooner, I’ve 
been on maternity leave. I 
gather your child has 
cerebral palsy’... My mum 
said ‘Has she?’ - it was the 
first we’d heard about it.” 

During her early years at 
school, Abi says she had no 
notion she was any 
different from her 
classmates. “I lived in a 
little bubble! And both my 
primary schools were 


fantastic, they really 
nurtured my creativity. At 
my first school they made 
me librarian and I spent 
the best part of a whole 
year in the school library, 
just reading book after 
book... 

“I learned to read quite 
early. I can still remember 
reading Alice in 
Wonderland : there was a 
poem in it about animals 
having a race which made 
me think ‘I want to do that’. 
That’s when I wrote my 
first poem; I’ve still got it 
memorised, even now! 

“And then, at my second 
school, they let me write 
poems instead of doing PE 
which is quite amazing.” 

Making the transition to 
secondary school was 
tough. “That’s when I first 
became self-conscious 
about the way I walked; I 
got bullied about it. ‘Why 
do you walk like a duck?’ 
was quite a common 
question, 

“One day I finally went 
home and said ‘There’s 
something wrong with me, 
isn’t there?’...” 

Determined to get help, 
Pippa sought out a physio 
treatment programme 
which, over time, helped 
Abi learn to walk more 
smoothly. 

Socially, Abi then began 
to thrive. But, a very bright 
girl, she found lessons less 
than challenging. “I’ll 
admit it: I became pretty 
challenging myself. I used 
to crack a lot of jokes; we 
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fight against 
known cure 


had one teacher that 
looked like a pigeon, so I 
threw breadcrumbs at her. 
Looking back, I feel a bit 
guilty.” 

Getting top grades in her 
GCSEs was a turning point: 
“I’d done no work, so it 
made me think ‘I could 
really do something’.” 

Securing a place at 
college, to study for A- 
levels, Abi knuckled down 
to her studies. “That’s when 
I really started to get ill. I 
was working hard and I 
wanted to be a teenager 
too. I thought ‘Why should 
I go to bed at 10pm when 
my friends are staying up 
all night?’.” 

Outside of college, Abi 
had a wide circle of friends, 
was in a band and had a 
part-time job in a 
hairdressing salon. But 
then, in a matter of weeks, 
her entire life ground to a 
halt. 

“My mum took me on 
holiday on the Trans- 
Siberian Railway; she’s a 
real adventurer. I slept the 
whole time; I literally 
couldn’t wake up. I was too 
tired to realise how ill I was, 
but I can remember 
looking at my mum and 
seeing real fear in her eyes.” 

On returning from the 
trip, Abi suffered a total 
collapse; she didn’t so 
much as cross the thresh¬ 
old of college for three 
months - and when she 
did, it was in a wheelchair. 

“I started to have these 
things called 
hypnopompic 
hallucinations. The way I 
understand it, it happens 
when part of your brain 
has gone into sleep mode 
and the other part is 
awake. I was having out-of- 
body experiences; I felt like 
I was wandering round the 
room, when I was actually 
paralysed to the bed.” 

Taken into hospital, Abi 
remembers a whole group 
of doctors assessing her. “It 
was the week of my 18th 
birthday. They made me 
stand naked on a chair 
while they all looked at me; 
one of the doctors said 
straight away I didn’t have 
cerebral palsy, the fact my 
thighs were so huge meant 
it was muscular dystrophy 
- which can be fatal. It was 
a case of‘Thanks for that. 
Happy birthday to me’.” 

With support from 
carers and her mum, Abi 
returned home. “It was still 
a non-existence. I had a 
carer to get me up in the 
morning, one to feed me a 
microwaved lunch and 
another to put me to bed. 
That was it.” 

Confined to a 
wheelchair, Abi says the

summon strength to do 
was writing poetry, putting 
her feelings about her 
illness into words. “I 
thought if I was going to 
die I may as well leave 
some poetry behind... 
Even now, I can’t physically 
do a lot of things that other 
people do - but I can write 
poetry. And I also love 
performing it: you have a 
relationship with the stage, 
a relationship with the 
audience, which makes 
performance poetry so 
different from poems on 
the page.” 

Abi then had an 
epiphany: while on a trip to 
Prague with a carer, 
arranged to celebrate her 
19th birthday, she realised 
she couldn’t carry on living 
a half-life. “I came home 
and said to my mum ‘I 
don’t care what I have to do 
- I’ll do anything. I just 
can’t carry on like this: I 
want to be Abi again’.” 

Signing up for the much- 
talked-about Lightning 
Process - which involves 
elements of osteopathy, 
neuro-linguistic 
programming and life 
coaching - Abi makes no 
bones about the fact it 


changed her life. 

“After the third day I 
went swimming. My mum 
cried and cried... I’m not 
saying it was easy -1 had to 
keep up all the techniques I 
was taught and be very 
disciplined - but it was 
most definitely life¬ 
changing.” 

Being able to leave her 
wheelchair behind was, 
says Abi, exhilarating. But 
she soon began to be 
blighted by pains in her 
legs. 

“My mum Googled all 
my symptoms and came 
up with this thing called 
Ehlers-Danlos Syndrome. 
She wanted me to get 
tested but I didn’t want to 
go back to hospital and see 
yet another doctor...” 

Eventually Abi 
consented - and tests 
confirmed she did indeed 
have Ehlers-Danlos. An 
inherited disorder, for 
which there is no known 
cure, it has since transpired 
that her mother and two 
cousins also have the 
condition. 

Returning to college, Abi 
says she was adamant 
about pursuing her studies: 
“More than anything, I 
wanted to push my brain.” 

Abi first applied to 
Cambridge, unsuccessfully, 
at 17 - “I was getting ill; I 
wasn’t at my best” - and 
decided to reapply on 
completing her A-level 
courses. 

AplaceatWolfson 
followed; with the support 
of her college, and a team 
of carers, she’s flying 
through her first year. 
“When I came to see my 
room before I started, there 
were eight people waiting 
to meet me and wanting to 
know how they could help 
me - from the college 
porter to the senior tutor.” 

“I often say Ehlers- 
Danlos is an invisible 
illness. Even though you 
can’t see it, every day I have 
to work really hard just to 
make it through the pain 
and fatigue. That’s one of 
the reasons I wanted to do 
this interview: to raise 
some awareness,” adds 
Abi. 

“I try hard to appear like 
I haven’t got a problem at 
all, but I know I’ll never be 
able to do a lot of things 
most people take for 
granted: I doubt I’ll ever be 
able to hold down a nine- 
to-five job, for example. 

“But I am very proud of 
where I am now - of how 
far I’ve come. And I’m 
excited to find out what the 
future holds, too.”

I F you’re not careful, the Easter 
holidays can quickly turn into 
chocolate-gorging-telly-goggle- 
athons. So why not take your brood to 
do something different this time? 

We’re lucky enough to have Imperial War 
Museum close by and, as one of Europe’s 
finest aviation museums, they regularly put on 
interesting events for kids. But this time 
they’ve pulled out all the stops. 

“The theme this time is ‘Goosbenies and 
Gas Masks’,” reveals the museum’s Esther 
Blaine. “It’s an opportunity to take visitors 
back to the 1940s Home Front, so we’re 
encouraging families to get hands-on with 
history and leam all about what life was like 
during the war.” 

‘Hands-on’ is most definitely the key: from 
craft activities such as making wartime toys to 
literally ‘digging for victory’ on a traditional 
allotment, kids can get stuck right in from the 
start - especially as they get to dress up: 
“We’ve recreated some mini uniforms, like 
little Home Guard outfits with the metal 
helmets, and we’re encouraging the children to 
try them on,” says Esther. 

And they won’t be alone: every day there’ll 
be a different costumed character to bring the 
period to life, from a member of the Home 
Guard to a lady from the Women’s Voluntary 
Service. “They’re there to chat to visitors as if 
they are in the 1940s, and they’ll tell them all 
about their role in wartime; what they do, how 
important they are and what it’s like to live 
through it,” explains Esther. 

“It’s great fun watching the children interact 
with the interpreters,” she adds. “They’re often 
shy at first but they soon get into it.” 


Kids will also get the chance to check out a 
real gas mask and an Anderson shelter, and 
feel the fear when the siren goes off. 

“Our air raid siren really makes your hair 
stand up on end,” laughs Esther. “It goes off 
periodically, so families can squeeze into the 
shelter, and imagine what it was like with the 
bombing overhead, being in this really 
cramped little space, wondering whether their 
house was going to survive, let alone whether 
they were going to survive. So that’s all quite 
poignant, and brings wartime very much to 
life.” 

Little ones can also leam about rationing, 
see what they would have eaten - and how 
much of it. 

Esther says: “This is a way of projecting 


history in a way that really brings it to life for 
them. And it’s always important to leam about 
history, because if you don’t know your past, 
how do you know your present and future?” 

Aside from the Easter activities, there’s 
plenty to see at the museum, from a fine 
collection of tanks, planes and other military 
vehicles to a fully-famished 1940s pre-fab 
house. 

■ Gooseberries and Gas Masks is at 10.30am 
to 2.30pm in Hangar 4 until Monday (the main 
museum is open from 10am to 6pm). 

There is no extra charge for the activities: 
admission to the museum is £16.50 for adults 
(£13.20 concessions) and children aged 15 and 
under go free.

The big film 



RED RIDING HOOD

THE Twilight films have a great deal 
to answer for. The teen romances 
have whetted an appetite for 
fantastical adventures. 

Now, director Catherine Hardwicke, 
who brought the first Twilight film to 
the screen, slavishly follows the 
same template in her reworking of 
this classic fairytale. 

Thus we have a beautiful heroine 
torn between two potential suitors, 
one of whom might be a werewolf, 
the other a brooding Brit; Billy Burke 
in a thankless supporting role as 
her protective father; sweeping 
aerial shots of lush forests; and a 
rock soundtrack to underscore the 
lingering glances and angst of the 
protagonists. 

If Red Riding Hood didn’t pander to 
the 12A certificate, complete with a 
chaste fumble in the hay, there is 
potential here for a horror story. 

Yet, every time Hardwicke’s film 
threatens to veer into dark territory, 
it’s sweetened with a drizzle of 
sickly sweet romance and heartfelt 
outpourings such as, “The only life I 
want is with you.” 

Valerie (Amanda Seyfried) lives with 
her father Cesaire (Billy Burke), 


mother Suzette (Virginia Madsen) 
and older sister in a village plagued 
by a werewolf. 

Every full moon, the locals tether a 
pig to a stake as a sacrifice and 
lock their doors. 

Away from the bloodshed, Valerie is 
in love with best friend Peter (Shiloh 
Fernandez) but must marry Henry 
Lazar (Max Irons), whose family 
fortune provides the best chance of 
a rosy future. 

When the beast claims the life of 
Valerie’s sister, renowned werewolf 
hunter Father Solomon (Gary 
Oldman) vows to unmask the 
lycanthrope in their midst. 

Red Riding Hood uses the familiar 
story as a hook for a predictable 


menage a trois. 

Employing logic, the identity of the 
werewolf is evident before the big 
reveal and the fairytale’s iconic 
exchange - “grandmother, what big 
eyes you have!” - is consigned to a 
nightmare sequence, eliciting 
giggles as we await grandmother’s 
payoff lines. 

Seyfried provides a nice visual 
contrast to her two tall, dark suitors 
and Oldman merrily chews scenery 
as the zealous werewolf hunter. The 
cast look good close-up and 
manage to keep straight faces as 
they deliver some terrible dialogue 
(“I could eat you up!”) We’re not so 
strong-willed and snort with 
derision into our popcorn.

Heavenly and homegrown 


A T this time of year, 
no-nonsense TV 
gardener Christine 
Walkden’s dining room 
table looks like a potting 
shed paradise, disappearing 
under a sea of seed trays, 
plant pots and other bits and 
pieces to encourage young 
plants into growth. 

Some of the space will be taken 
up with the summer veg she’ll be 
growing this year including 
tomatoes, runner beans and 
sweetcorn, her three favourites. 

“Runner beans are easy if you 
don’t start them off too early,” says 
Walkden, author of No-nonsense 
Vegetable Gardening. 

“People tend to sow them too 
early and then they get hit by the 
frost and the cold weather. I always 
sow mine, at the earliest, the first 
week in April under protection. 
Outside, they can still go in in May 
or June and you’ll have a crop by 
August.”

Runner beans need a sunny, 
well-drained spot which shouldn’t 
be overly manured or you’ll 
encourage a lot of leaf rather than 
fruits, she notes. 

“Either put them up tripods or 
beanpoles or train them along 
chicken wire. In a small garden 
you can grow them in containers. If 
you put a few plants in a 12-inch 
container you'll get a decent crop. 
Use John Innes No 2 or a good 
quality multi-purpose compost.” 

Walkden, whose favourite 
varieties include Red Rum, doesn’t 
feed her runner beans in the 
ground at all but she does add a lot 
of organic matter each year. 
However, growing them in pots you 
need to feed them weekly with a 
tomato fertiliser. It’s rich in potash 
which promotes flowers or fruit. 

She grows sweet peas with them, 
to encourage pollinating insects to 
the plants, prompting a better crop. 

“Don’t overwater them while 
they are growing, but water them 
once they start flowering and 
continue while you're harvesting,” 
she advises. 

“People who overwater them 
early on will get lots of foliage but 
few flowers.” 


Sweetcorn is another of her 
favourite summer veg. “I love the 
flavour of sweetcorn, roasted or 
steamed or barbecued straight off 
the plant. There’s nothing like it. If 
you’ve had shop-bought sweetcorn 
and then grow your own, you won’t 
know it’s the same veg.” 

Walkden insists you don’t need a 
lot of room to grow sweetcorn, 
even though the plants can reach 
7ft in height, depending on the 
variety. 

“You can grow them in a laundry 
basket. The key thing is that you 
don’t plant them in a straight row 
because they are wind-pollinated 
and the wind will blow the pollen 
away from the plants. Plant them in 
a square or a group, the pollen will 
stay within the group so you have 
better pollination.” 

Sweetcorn shouldn’t be sown 
before early April under protection, 
or late May outside. Don’t let them 
become too wet if they’ve been 
sown under protection. 

“I always put my pumpkins and 
squashes underneath them to save 
space and both do well together. 
Again, I use John Innes No 2.” 

Keep the plants weeded, water 
them regularly once the cobs have 
started to form and they will be 
ripe when the tassels at the top of 
the cob start to go brown. Sow in 
late April or May and you should 
be able to harvest in late July or 
August. 

The seed packets may tell you 
that one plant will produce three to 
four cobs, but Walkden, who's been 
growing sweetcorn for 40 years, 
says a more realistic estimate is 
one to two cobs per plant. 

Tomatoes provide a real taste of 


summer and Walkden only grows 
one variety, Sungold, a cordon type 
producing orange-coloured cherry 
tomatoes. 

“I’ve tried lots of other varieties 
such as Tumbler and Brandywine 
but they don’t taste of anything.” 

She doesn’t have a greenhouse 
but sows her tomatoes from seed in 
plastic pots on the dining room 
table, transplants them into 
individual pots in multi-purpose 
compost when they’re an inch high 
and then around a month later she 
puts them into a cold frame to 
harden them off, planting them out 
in late May or early June. 

Like all cordon tomatoes, 

Sungold need to be side-shooted 
(removing the sideshoots) as the 
plants grow up to 5 ft, and watered 
regularly, but not too much, she 
notes. 

“They don’t want to dry out but 
a lot of people overwater them and 
they become very pappy, with no 
flavour. If they’re in a pot or 
growbag, stick your finger in to 
make sure they’re moist.” 

If they’re planted in the ground, 

Walkden doesn’t feed them, but in 
a container she’ll give them a 
weekly boost with tomato fertiliser. 

But she digs in plenty of compost 
to her garden beds each year, 
which helps eliminate the need for 
feeding. 

By the end of May or beginning 
of June, Walkden should be able to 
see her dining room table again - 
as her plants begin to flourish 
outside.

THE players who earned 
Haverhill promotion will get 
their chance to play in the 
top flight of the Marshall 
Hatchick Two Counties 
Championship.
